Leaders of the Revolt

The Boers Kept Under Control 
with Difficulty, 


Four More Americans Arrested 
at Johannesburg.

The State Department Takes Action 
Toward Securing Them Their 
Rights—The British Will 
Assist Therein, 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) ° 
LONDON, Jan 13.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) A dispatch to the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette from Cape Town, published today, 
Says that the latest advices from Pre- 
toria state that bail has been refused 
‘the ringleaders of the recent disturb- 
ances at Johannesburg, and that other 
people arrested in the same connection 
have been liberated each on $5000 bail. 
The dispatch adds that it is expected 
that severe measures will be taken 
against the leaders of the uprising, in 
spite of the fact that it is apparent 
that they were deceived and taken by 
surprise by Dr. Jameson’s incursion. 
Sir Hercules Robinson, Governor of 
Cape Colony, it appears, made every ef- 
fort to secure leniency for the prison- 
ers, but the extreme section of the 
Boers aré much imncensed, and are very 
difficult to control. 
The new ministry for Cape Colony is 
regarded as a device to shield ex-Pre- 
mier Cecil Rhodes and Sir Hercules 
Robinson, Rhodes, it is also said, is in 
very bad health, 
Advices from Johannesburg say that 
the Uitlanders Are expecting the Boers 
to make a house-to-house search for 
arms, and it is stated that the Ger- 
mans have been holding meetings and 
passing resolutions telling Emperor 
William to mind his own business. Dr. 
Jameson and lieutenants, as“far as 
known, are still at Pretoria. The 
Times says the Officials of the British 
South African Company deny that 
Jameson was deposed from his post as 
administrator of their territory on rec- 
ommendation of the company. 

IN HAMMOND’S BEHALF. 
WASHINGTON. Jan. 13,—Senators 
Perkins and White of California called 
at the State Department today to urge 
Secretany. Olney to take such steps as 


are necessafy to secure proper seen te | 
ment of John 2 Hammond, the 


American mining engineer reported to 
Johannesburg on rge of trea 
connection with the recent ristng of the 
Uitlanders in the Transvaal. Secretary 
Olney informed his callers that he had 
cabled the United States Consul resi- 
dent at Johannesburg, to do everything 
proper for the prote¢tion of American 
citizens in the Transvaal. 

Ambassador Bayard was cabled by 
Secretary Olney to secure from the For- 
eign Office in London a direction to the 
British representatives in South Africa 
to use their good offices to protect 
American citizens. The Secretary as- 
sured the California Senators that 
American citizens in the Transvaal can- 
not be tried for treason, so Hammond’s 
life is not in danger. The most that 
can be done, it is said, is to fine or im- 
prison him, but it is probable that this 
will be avoided. Senators White and 
Perkins express satisfaction at what 

been done in Hammond’s behalf by 
the State Department. 

In response to Secretary Olney’s ca- 
blegram Ambassador Bayard this af- 
ternoon cabled that the British Secre- 
tary bf State for the Colonies had 
given him the assurance that he had 
instructed Her Majesty’s high commis- 
sioner in South Africa to extend the 
same protection in behalf of John Hays 
Hammond and any other American citi- 
zens involved in the charge of rebel- 
lion in the Transvaal as would be 
shown in the interests of British sub- 
jects in like circumstances. These ca- 
blegrams are believed here to be sig- 
nificant as indicating a better under- 
standing between the two governments 
than was generally supposed to exist.

ASSURANCE NOT ASSURED. 

LONDON, Jan. 13.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Associated Press Copyright, 1896.) 
It seems pretty well established in the 
public mind that Emperor William did 
not mean to threaten war upon England 
by his message of sympathy to Presi- 
dent Krueger of the Transvaal, and 
the reports that were circulated a few 
days ago of a European alliance back 
of Germany and against England find 
little further credence. It seems to be 
accepted that the German Emperor sim- 
ply intended to express his own cpin- 
ion of the Jameson raid in that mes- 
sage and the temporary sentiment of 
irritation it caused him. . 

This is the general feeling, appar- 
ently, of the public mind, and those or- 
gans of public opinion which are in 
touch with the government have un- 
doubtedly sought to deepen this impres- 
sion. But this still leaves uncontra- 
dicted the assertion that the German 
government did apply to Portugal for 
permission to pass marines through 
Portuguese territory at Delagoa Bay to 
the Transvaal, nor does it explain the 
unflagging preparation of war materia] 
and equipment of war forces in Eng- 
land. Of more force seems the argu- 


wavering support of Russia and Fiance 
has admonished the German war lord 
that the interpretation put upon his 
message by England was putting him 
into a hazardous position. 

Whether this or some other ccnsid- 
eration has altered the situation, it is 
eertain the diplomatic agents of all the 
governments of Europe have been kept 
busy in the last few weeks, and it is 
expected the full result of their labors is 
not yet in the knowledge of the public. 
That England has had a vision of the 
destruction of the “balance of pc wer” 
in Europe, with herself in the descend- 
ing scale, is certain. Whether she has 
made other strokes in the hidden field 
of diplomacy beside her formidable 


show of naval force is not known. 
The first feeling of assurance over 


the better situation of the relations 


with Germany is met by notes of warn- 
ing that there are still possible seeds 
for much rancor and danger in the sit- 
uation in the Transvaal, and that the 
Venezuelan question is, after oll, not 
yet settled, nor any basis agreed upon 
for its settlement. 
Interest in the great naval prepara- 
tions, however, continues to rb the 
public mind. A report which has been 
circulated, to the effect that the gov- 
ernment intends to mobilize the vol- 
unteer forces, is denied tonight, but 
it is certain that appeals from the War 
Office have recently been sent by cir- 
cular to the commanders of all the 
volunteer regiments asking them to 
return the probable number of volun- 
teers that could be mobilized and to 
state the arrangements that would be 
necessary for doing so. | 
At Woolwich, below London, on the 
Thames, the great arsenal, covering 
100 acres of ground, is receiving con- 
stand additions to its stores of naval 
material and the activity in all depart- 
ments there is unabated. The torpedo 
factory is increasing its output and the 
men in that department are working 
many hours overtime. The torpedoes, 
as fast as they are manufactured, are 
dispatched to Portsmouth and Dover, 
the former the principal naval station 
of Engiand, with a fortified harbor that 
will float the whole of the English 
navy, and the latter the chief port of 
communication between England and 
the continent. The government in- 
tends, it is announced, to have these 
well-supplied with torpedo boats and 
with torpedo-destroyers. 
One feature of the war scare which 
is much dwelt on here is the harm it 
done to German trade.

ford to be indifferent to England’s at- 
titude. 


A MISAPPLIED TERM. 

PARIS, Jan. 13.—The Temps today 
published an interview with the Trans- 
vaal representative, Herr Blokland, in 
which he said the situation of affairs 
concerning the Transvaal is now satis- 
factory and that everything win end 
well. The Transvaal, he said, had fully 
accepted the convention of 1884 and had 
not dreamed of renouncing it. The 
term “British suzerainty” in conne¢tion 
with the Transvaal, he thought, was 
misapplied, as Great Britain only had 
the right to veto, within six months, 
conventions concluded by the Trans- 
vaal with other powers which might 
be regarded as dangerous to British 
interésts. 


PRESS COMMENT. oe 

LONDON, Jan. 13.—The Post believes 
that negotiations with President Krue- 
ger are proceeding in the friendliest 
manner. 

The Standard announces that the 
cabinet meets again this week. An ed- 
itorial in the same paper expresses 
pleasure that the Transvaal] affair is 
smoothing the roughness between Eng- 
land and the United States. “Things 
are brightening all around,” says the 
Standard, “and it is quite clear that 
we shall have America’s good will.“ 
The Times this morning makes a ref- 
erence to the strangeness of the fact 
that Sir Jacobus Dewet, the British 
agent at Pretoria, failed to obtain evi- 
dence of any approaching trouble, or 
to reach Dr. Jameson. after he had 
started. The Times says: “It is advisa- 
ble to replace him by an Englishman. 
An experienced and energetic man in 
that position could render valuable ser- 
vice in watching the interests of the 
Uitlanders and seeing that President 
Krueger honorably executed whatever 


concessions are made.“ 


The Chronicle has an editorial this 


morning strongly supporting the English 


alliance with France and Russia. 

The Daily NeWs, as is customary with 
that paper, strongly condemns the 
Chartered Company, but admits that 
Englishmen are pleased to testify in 
any way to their regard for America. 
“Therefore,” says the Daily News, “we 
are glad of Mr. Chamberlain’s response 
to Ambassador Bayard.”’ 

Arguing in a simflar strain, the 
Times says: “It may be disagreeable 
to re-open negotiations with Venezuela, 
but surely we are willing to make a 
sentimental sacrifice in order to retain 
the friendship of the United States.”

GOLD IN THE SUB-TREASURY. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—The total de- 
posits of gold at the sub-treasury today 
amounted to $1,700,000 in American gold 
coin, and, in addition, there was depos- 
ited at the assay office $700,000 in gold 
bars and foreign coin, a total of $2,400,- 
000. All of the gold had been imported, 
and.in no single instance were green- 
bac en in exchange. The pre- 
sumption is that the various amounts 
will be used to pay for subscriptions to 
the new government loan. ‘The gold 
was deposited for examination. Only 
United States gold coin is received at 
the sub-treasury and no charge is made 
for examination. Foreign coin and 
bars are received at the assay office,, 
subject to the usual charge for treat- 
ment and mintage. 

A withdrawal was made today from 
the sub-treasury of $500,000 in gold 
coin. There was some contention as 
to whether the amount taken out fig- 
ured against the treasury reserve, as 
it was claimed that the gold was part 
of a sum deposited last week for ex- 
amination by a firm of bullion brokers. 
It is understood that the gold was 
finally deposited in the Bank of New 
York. 

SOUNDING THE STRONG BOXES. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—The Journal's 
Washington correspondent says a con- 
ference of the leading bankers from the 
great cities will be held in Washington 
today to settle upon a plan by which 
the available gold of the various strong 
boxes can be computed and an under- 
standing reached under which they will 
have a reasonable chance of securing 
an allotment of the 4 per cent. bonds. 
Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis 
banks will be represented at the meet- 
ing.

LONDON, Jan. 13.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The Westminster Gazette this aft-

A REMINDER FOR J. BULL. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 13. — Public 
opinion in Great Britain has changed 
in the most wonderful manner since 
the Monroe doctrine was first promul- 
gated. An unexpected discovery in the 
old files of the House of Representa- 
tives has given to the State Depart- 
ment a valuable state paper whereby 
Lord Salisbury’s claim that the Mon- 
roe doctrine has never been recognized 
by. England will be completely upset. 
In going over the old records, Walter 
H. French, the file clerk of the House, 
discovered a collection of clippings 
from English papers, all bearing on 
the message of President Monroe, in 
which he gave to the world the famous 
document which bears his name. The 
message was sent in on the opening of 
Congress, the first Monday in Decem- 
ber, 1823. The English papers, without 
exception, commented on the message 
in the most favorable terms. France 
was then contemplating conquest in 
South America and Great Britain was 
prompt to seize on Monroe’s message 
as a notice to continental nations that 
conquest in America meant war with 
the United States. 
Mr. French’s discovery has been 
copied and sent to Secretary Olney. 
Members of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee say that Mr. French’s discovery 
is the most important made in the 
matter, as it presents contemporary 
evidence of the fact which Great Bri- 
tain has since forgotten, that at the 
time President Monroe’s message was 
delivered it was Accepted and even 
welcomed as sound doctrine by the peo- 
ple of England. More than that, the 
newspapers then distinctly pledged 
Great Britain to aid in the enforcement 
of the Monroe doctrine. : 
WANTS US FOR A CATSPAW. 
LONDON, Jan. 14.—An editorial in 
the Times this morning suggests that 
a strong hint from the United S‘gtes 
to President Crespo would be oppor- 
tune to convince him of the grotesque- 
ness of the idea that America will sup- 
port any demand Venezuela proposes 
to make. 
England, says the Times, is willing 
for any direct settlement, but Ven- 
ezuela must take the initiative. The 
obvious course for Venezuela is to ask 
the United States to piace her once 
more in communication with Great 
Britain. If President Cleveland ac- 


cablegram to 


transmit to America an important doc- 
ument bearing upon the Venezuelan. 
question, namely the text of a letter 
from Lord Aberdeen, the then British 
Secretary of Foreign Affairs, to M. 
Fortique, who at that time represénted 
Venezuela in London, which was writ- 
ten at the time the posts which had 
been set to mark the Schomburg line 
were removed in compliance with the 
protest of Venezuela. This letter will 
doubtless be givén a conspicuous part 
in the forthcoming bluebook, as it is 
known that the government attaches! 
much importance to it. 

While it is admitted that in a letter 
dated March 30, 1844, Lord Aberdeen 
stated that in removing the posts Great 
Britain had not ceded any rights, it 
was contended that no document. was 
in existence making any such conten- 
tion at the time Great Britain had or- 
dered the removal and that the re- 
moval was a tacit admission that the 
Schomburg line ‘was wrong. Following 
is the letter, the authenticity of which 
is unquestionable: 

“FOREIGN OFFICE, January 31, 
1842.—The undersigned, etc., has the 
honor to acknowledge receipt of a note 
addressed to him on the 10th inst. By 
M. Fortique, etc., representing the 
alarm and excitement which has been 
created in Venezuela on account of the 
marks fixed by Mr. Schomburg at dif- 
ferent points in his survey near the 
mouth of the Orinoco, and renewing 
his requests that Her Majesty’s govern- 


ment will order the removal of these | 


marks. The undersigned begs to in- 
form M. Fortique in reply that, in 
order to meet the wishes of the govern- 
ment of Venezuela, her Majesty's gov- 
ernment will send instructions to the 
Governor of British Guiana directing 
him to remove the posts set by Mr. 
Schomburg near the Orinoco. But the 
undersigned feels it his duty to dis- 
tinctly declare to M. Fortique that, 
although, in order to put on end to the 
apprehension which appears to prevail 
in Venezuela with regard to the ob- 
ject of Mr. Schomburg’s survey, the 
undersigned consented to comply 
with the renewed representations of 
M. Fortique upon this affair, Her Ma- 
jesty’s government must not be un- 
derstood to abandon any portion of the 
rights of Great Britain over the terri- 
tory which was formerly held by the 
Dutch in Guiana. The undersigned has 
the honor to be, 

“Very respectfully, the obedient serv- 
ant of M. Fortique, 

(Signed) “ABERDEEN.” 

This letter is regarded here as an 
answer to the contentions of Henry 


‘Norman, special commissioner of the 
| Chronicle, who first gave the English 


public through his paper documents 
which seemed to invalidate the claim 
of the Schomburg line as a true bound- 
ary line. But it is to be observed that 
Norman and the Venezuelan govern- 
ment also have not claimed that in 
removing the boundary pests Great Bri- 
tain abandoned any portion of her 
rights “over the territory which was 
formerly held by the Dutch in Gui- 
ana,” but simply that she had aban- 
doned the Schomburg line as mark- 
ing the limit of that territory.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 13.—Special

Island of Hawaii is meditating seces- 
sion from the Hawaiian government, 
and the formation of its own govern- 
ment. When the Legislature meets next 
month the secession movement will be 
brought up. If the residents of Hawaii 
should decide to form their government 
nothing but outside interference could 
prevent it. The Dole government would 
be powerless. Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs Cooper is now in Hawaii, trying 
to ascertain how widespread is the de- 
sire for secession. | 

The friends of the ex-Queen are anx- 
ious for war between England and the 
United States, believing that in the 
event of such hostilities England would 
seize the Hawaiian Islands and restore 
Liliuokalani. Carl Klemme, exiled 
from the islands for conspiracy in con- 
nection with the rebellion of 1895, has 
returned, accompanied by his wife. He 
was given no permission to return, and 
has been notified by the government 
that if he does not leave at once he will 
be prosecuted for conspiracy. He says 
he will stand trial rather than leave. 
The remaining political prisoners were 
released on New Year’s day. They 
agreed to support the present govern- 
ment. 

E. P. Dole, formerly of Riverside, 
Cal., cousin of President Dole, has been 
made deputy Attorney-General. The 
Hawaiian’ Band, reported starving in 
an Ohio town, will be brought home at 
the expense of the government.

RUSSIA AND THE UNITED STATES. 


Russia is a wealthy, nation, and has 
u vast amount of gold at her disposal, 
and she is an excellent friend for the 
United States to have in case of war 
with England. The staunchness of her 
friendship: was shown during, the 
period of the late war of the rebellion, 
when she stood firmly by that portion 
of the country which represented the 
Old Flag and the traditions of Ameri- 
can freedom. Without the moral sup- 
port which she then gave us, there 
were times when even the loyalty of 
the nation might have become dis- 
heartened, and felt that the struggle 
was uncertain. 

But the so-called despotism of Rus- 
sia was with our struggling and loyal 
armies, and nevér once through that 

long period of strife, in defeat or in 
victory, did she prove faithless, and 
today, while the press of Europe was 
almost universally denouncing the 
Venezuelan message of President 
Cleveland, and declaring that the Mon- 
roe doctrine’ was untenable and worthy 
of condemnation, the Russian press 
came out warmly in its favor and 
cordially indorsed the sentiment of 
“America for Americans.” 

With a surplus in her treasury 
which, according to the best informa- 
tion, is not less than $1,000,000,000, 
Russia’s offer to stand by the treasury 
of the United States is not without 
value. In the international chess game 
which is being played, it will be a 
great thing for the United States to 
have Russia as a friendly power at our 
elbow. In times of trial she has been 
a better friend to us than was ever 
John Bull, who is always on the alert 
for ascendancy. 

Russia is not standing idle in the 
world’s march for advancement. She 
is building the most extensive and the 
most expensive railroad of the world, 
and its completion means for the Rus- 

sian people new conditions and en- 
larged. commercial facilities, greater 
comfort for her people, the opening up 
of vast mineral wealth, and a conti- 
nent of rich farming lands for her 
peasantry. There can be, under ex- 
isting conditions, nothing like stagna- 
tion in Russian affairs, but rather 
broad expansion and growth. 

Says the Washington correspondent 
of the Chicago Record in a recent let- 
ter to that journal: 

Russia's chief motive for her ‘offer 
of gold to the United States was ier 
desire to give her great plans a broader 
and more secure basis. It was origin- 
ally made months ago, unconditionally; 
and in a peaceful, friendly spirit. She 
made it partly with the purpose of 
freeing the United States from England 
and the European money-lenders, and 
partly in order to place some of her 
gold reserve where it would do her the 
most good in case of emergency. | 

“Although she does net seek war 


be prepared for it. Should war be 
forced upon Russia her gold would be 
in the United States, where it could 
— war material, pro- 
ons, etc., Which she naturally would 
buy from the States. The triat order 
of armor plate, given to Carnegie at a 
Hime 2 it could have been filled 
easily at home, is one of the strongest 
proofs that Russia wanted to ascertain 
whether she could rely on the States in 
case of war to execute her orders“ 
In view of the completion of the 
Nicaraguan Canal under American con- 
trol and the consequent enlargement of 
both American and Russian commerce, 
the same correspondent suggests: 
“Then, not until then, but then in 
reality, Russia and the United States 


premacy in commerce and at sea will 
be wrested forever from the English 
flag, and wrested from it by two 
powers who are so widely. separated 
and whose spheres of interest are 80 
different that they would never clash.” 
In case of serious difficulty with 
Great Britain these possibilities are 
not unpleasant things to contemplate, 
and Uncle Sam will look with com- 
placent satisfaction at the continued 
friendship of the powerful Russian em- 
pire. We owe Russia something for 
her past attitude toward us, and it 
will not lessen our trust in her in the 
future. Though a government of so- 
called despotism, she has stood fast 
and firm for American freedom. 


THE RESPONSIBILITY. 


Some of the back-number free-trade 
organs are still reiterating the idiotic 
claim that the great falling off of im- 
ports during the spring and summer 
of 1894 was due to defects in the Mc- 
Kinley law. Of course, everybody who 
knows. anything about the matter is 
well aware that the decrease of cus- 
toms revenue at that time was due 


| to the expectation that duties would 


be greatly reduced under the new tar- 
iff which the Democratic Congress was 
even then grinding out. The months 
of weary waiting unsettled business, 
impaired confidence, and plunged the 
country into a period of depression 
from which it has not yet recovered. 
Our foreign trade reached high-water 
mark in the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1892, before the menace of free 
trade Had cast a blight upon the coun- 
try’s industries. This fact alone is a 
sufficient answer to the false and fool- 
ish claim that the McKinley law was 
in anywise responsible for the defi- 
ciency of revenue which has been a 
source of so much trouble since the 
Cleveland: administration came into 
power. 5 
And furthermore, if the McKinley 
law had been so inadequate for revenue. 
production as is now claimed, why was 
it allowed to remain unrepealed so long 
after the free-trade party assumed the 
reins of government? Mr. Cleveland 
was inaugurated on March 4, 1893, 
backed by a Congress which was 
Democratic in both branches, and over- 
whelmingly Democratic in the lower 
house. He might have called this Con- 
gress together immediately after the 
4th of March, to repeal the McKinley 
act, had he seen fit to do so. Yet the 
McKinley act was not repealed until 
August 28, 1894, nearly . eighteen 
months after the Democratic adminis- 
tration and Congress went into power. 
If, therefore, the McKinley law was 
at fault during the last year while it 
was in operation, the Democratic party 
was still responsible, since it had full 
power to repeal it at any time. 

How pusillanimous, in the light of 
these facts, are the efforts of the back- 
number free-trade organs to show that 
the McKinley law is responsible for 
the disastrous results of Democratic 
bungling. ‘

And now the free-coinage extremists 
are proposing to tack” a free-silver 
amendment onto the emergency tariff 
bill, in addition to the one attached to 
the bond bill. They know, of course, 
if they know anything, that there isn’t 
the ghost of a chance. for any free- 
coinage bill to become a law; but they 
propose to play a dog-in-the-manger 
game, and to permit no legislation for 
the relief of the present distressed con- 
dition of the treasury, unless their im- 
practicable schemes are incorporated 
into it. They dare not put ea free. 
coinage bill before Congress and the 
country on its merits, but must needs 
seek to trade upon the necessities of 
the nation—or, rather, to revenge 
themselves upon the government be- 
cause the government’ refuses to wreck 
itself in their shallow sophistries, 
Their attitude is pusillanimous and dis- 
graceful. More than this, the enforced 
inaction of Congress will cost the na- 
tion heavily, as it will compel the gov- 
ernment to go on borrowing money in- 
definitely to pay expenses, instead of 
wisely increasing the revenue by the 
amount needed. a: 


The University of California offers 
for the current term à course of in- 
struction on the Monroe doctrine, treat- 
ing of its origin, application, and de- 
velopment. This is to be 
“given at the rate of ond hour per week, 
and is to be open only to students who 
are pursuing or have completed the 
course on international law. The in- 
troduction of this course is timely. 
The Monroe doctrine is a vital part of 

our national policy, and its principles 
and application should be taught in 
all our educational institutions.

HAIR-CURLING BURGLAR. 


AGAIN IN COURT FOR PRELIMINARY 
EXAMINATION. 


Justice Morrison Refused to Hold 
Him for the Donegan Burglary. 
Essential Testimony Ruled Out. 

A Chance to Escape. | 


George E. Hurley, alias Fred and 
James Marshall, alias Prof. Hudgins, 
the hair-curling burglar, was again be- 
fore Justice Morrison yesterday for pre- 
liminary examination, this time for the 
burglary of D. F. Dontgan’s house. De- 
tective Goodman made the complaint, 
but failed to make it stick, as the court 


refused to hold the defendant to an- 


swer to the charge. Goodman’s knock- | 


out was quite umexpected, but he does 


not propose to drop the cabe yet by any 
means. He still maintains that Hurley 
is the man who robbed Donegan's 
house and he has very strong circum=" 
stantial evidence to prove it. 

Prior to Hurley’s arrest for the Rowan 
daylight burglary, he turned an honest 
penny occasionally by working at the 
barber’s trade, Before beginning oper- 
ations in Los Angeles he run a barber 
shop in Santa Ana, and it is supposed 
incidentally robbed houses. He went by 
the name of Hudgins in Santa Ana, but 
Prof. Hudgins’s curline“ ceased 
make the hair of the Satna Anans curl 


after he came to Los Angeles and 


opened a curline“ establishment here 
in the Pirtle Block. 
It appears that when business in th 

hair-curling and burglar trades was 
dull, he hired out as a journeyman bar- 
ber, his name on such occasions being 
changed from Hudgins to Marshall. 
One of the barhers he chanced to work 
for was A. Gi Gibbs, who has a shop 
at Twenty-third street and Union ave- 
nue. After hie arrest and incarceration 
in the Counts Jail, he, sent Mr. Gibbs 
A note as F him to t him in the 
jail, promising to ask him for no favor 
except such as one brother barber 
would do for another. Gibbs went to 
see him and Hurley gave him a letter 
to mail. Gibbs mailed it, but like 4 
good brother barber first took the pre- 
caution to read it and found that it 
was to one Dooner in Denver, instruct- 
ing him to write to Wells, Fargo & Co. 
at San Francisco, tnstructing them to 
forward a package addressed to Frank 
Adams, to Denver. The package was 


p 
purported to have been sent by Charley 


Martin from Los Angeles. 

Gibbs told the police and they inter- 
cepted the package at San Francisco, 
had it returned to Los Angeles and 
found that it contained the booty ob- 
tained by the Donegan and Voss burg- 
laries. As Hurley, or Marshall, had 
sent a letter directing where the pack- 
age should be forwarded, it was deemed 
conclusive evidence that he was the 
Charley Martin, who originally ex- 
pressed the package and committed the 
burglaries. Dooner was arrested in 
Denver for receiving. stolen property, 
but as the package was not forwarded 
to him as requested he did not receive 
it, and the authorities had no case 
against him, so he was released. 

At Marshall’s examination yesterday, 
his attorneys moved to strike out 
Gibbs’s testimony concerning the letter 
which he mailed for Marshall and the 
court sustained the motion, holding that 
the letter itself should be the evidence 
if it is in existence. As the letter was 
sent to Dooner and he probably de- 
stroyed it, it will be impossible to pro- 
duce it in court. Gibbs’s testimony be- 
ing ruled out there was nothing to 
prove Marshall’s connection with the 
package that contained Donegan's 
stolen property, which has been re- 
stored to him. The Complaint was 
therefore dismissed, but Detective 
Goodman will file a new one. 

Marshall missed the opportunity of 
his life to escape when being con- 
ducted from the County Jail to the old 


City Hall for examination. He was in 


custody of Deputy Constable Carpenter, 
who did not take the precaution te 
handcuff the prisoner,” but simply 
walked along at hig side. Carpenter, 
although pretty well along im years, 
still has some fight left in him, but 
would be no match for the lithe and 
agile burglar, who could easily have 
knocked his escort down and sprinted 
away from him, if he had been 80 
minded.

“In any city, and in this city espe- 
clally, we must, in my.opinioa, follow 
a liberal policy, keeping in mind al- 
ways that as public servants. our zeal 
must not get the better of our discre- 
tion and permit expenditures in excess 
of the appropriations made for the year. 
I desire to emphasize this point for the 
reason that I am impressed with the 
the year must wit- 
n our part the inauguration and 
carrying out of a close financial policy 
in order that we may meet our obliga- 
tions and preserve the present magnifi- 
cent credit of the city. I am of the 
opinion that the purchasing of supplies 
should be done by a purchasing depart- 
ment, consisting of certain memteis of 
your honorable body, whose duty it 
should be to purchuse all material and 
supplies needed by the various depart- 
ments of the city government, and I 
that no supplies be 
xcepting they be 
through this ‘department. en 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
“Nothing more surely testifies to the 
Srowth of our city than the growth of 
the public schools, and there is no bet- 
ter evidence of their prosperity than the 
fact that they probably stand as high 
in educational circles as the schools of 
any city in the Union. The schools of 
this city have been maintained in a

SLEPT IN 


Detective Goodman Kept Him Se- 
cluded for Two Days and Nights 
on Account of a Mysterious 


Charlies G. Compton, book-keeper for 
the Spilman Suburban Water Company. 
who gained notoriety a short time ago

As Goodman was not prepared to 


released him upon Mr. Munday’s re- 
quest. The detective was very reti- 
cent about making a statement as to 
the cause of Compton’s arrest, but it 
was learned from a reliable source that 
it was in connection with a check 
transaction. 

The story is to the effect that Comp- 
ton tried to get a check for $225 cashed 
at the Citizens’ Bank. The check was 
signed by Mrs. L. Donahue or William 
Donahue and the bank was doubtful 
as to its genuineness. At any rate it 
refused to honor it. Compton is al- 
leged to have explained that he got 
the check from one H. L. Wenzel in 
exchange for five shares of stock in the 
Spilman Water Company. F 

It is further alleged that a second 
check for $275 on a Pasadena blank 
figured in the transaction and that 
Wenzel and Compton were to meet in 
Pasadena at 11 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing, presumably to get it cashed. Comp- 
ton’s arrest, however, prevented the 
meeting. It is alleged that he was in 
Wenzel’s room when arrested. Wen- 
zel has disapeared and is said to be 
the person really wanted by the police, 
Compton’s detention being principally 
for the purpose of getting evidence 
against Wengel. 

Whether the check on the Pasadena 
bank has been presented for payment 
or not could not be learned, neither 
could it be ascertained yesterday 
whether any further steps in regard to 
Compton's arrest would be taken, It 
is probable, though, that there will be 
later developments.

OIL AND SHAVINGS. ' 
Dastardly Attempt to Set a Chicago 
Block on Fire.

The Santa Fe Limited Train Will 
Not Be Taken Off A General 
Change of Time of Southern 
Pacific Local Trains. 


The Times’ correspondent at Pomona 
writes: Work upon the Pomona and 
Elsinore Railroad, which is to be a 
branch of the Santa Fé system in this. 
region, will undoubtedly be begun in 
two or three months. Seventeen actions 
for rights-of-way south of Pomona and 
in the locality’ of Elsinore, have been 
started in the Riverside county courts 
in the last week, and four surveying 
parties are out for the Santa Fé Com- 
pany, and at work along the proposed 
route south of South Riverside. Sun- 
day a party of five surveyors came to 
Pomona on the. afternoon Santa Fé 
train from San Bernardino, and have 
been getting ready for work in the vi- 
cinity of Chino. It is thought the work 
of the engineers and surveyors will be 
comparatively easy, because a com- 
plete survey of a railroad that was 
proposed to be run from Lordsburg to 
Elsinore, was made in 1887 and 1888, 
and the data and maps then executed 
have been bought by the Santa Fe offi- 
cials. .Of course, no one knows exactly 
the route that will be taken by the new 
Pomona and Elsinore branch, but it is 
apparent that the railroad will enter 
e highly-prosperous beet-sugar town 
of Chino, and will run through Po- 
mona on the east. The main line of the 
Santa Fé will be tapped at a point near 
Lordsburg. The grading for the new 


was done eight years ago, when H. A. 
Palmer and others planned the old 
Pomona and Elsinore Railroad, and for 
twenty miles of the route the lay of.the 
land is very level, The Santa Ana 
River near Rincon will be the only 
waterway that will have to be crossed. 

With this new branch railroad, no 
section in California will be better sup- 
plied with rallroad- shipping facilities 
than this. The Southern Pacific and 
systems will each have 
two lines of railroad, east and west, 
and ang South. through Pomona 


Valley. 


TWO RAILROAD ACCIDENTS. 
RIVERSIDE, Jan. 13.—-TWo serious 
accidents happened in this county to- 
day through railroad wrecks.

Crop Prospects and Bean Sales—Sus- 
pected of Murder... 


VENTURA, Jan. 13.—(Regular Cor- 
respandence.) Local markets are quiet 
owing to lack of rain. Bean buyers 
refuse to negotiate large contracts and 
farmers who have stock in quantity 
are holding out for higher prices, and 
‘watching ‘developments. Limas are 
firm at.a slight advance over last 
week’s quotations. At this writing in- 
dications are favorable for rain, which 
fact is ‘being used by buyers to hold 
the market, and prevents sales in 
amount. But information from all 
sburces boiled down leads to the con- 
clusion that if no rain falls by Janu- 
ary 20 prices will boom, as buyers must 
make good short sales by February 1. 

Fruit is steady at rates ruling last 
week, with no large transactions of 
record. Apricots are in slightly in- 
creased demand, but not in quantity 
sufficient to influence prices. Plowing 
is in progress all over the country and 
farmers are preparing for the season 
of 1896 in amticipation of rain at an 
early date. 

Up to and including today (Monday, 
January 13,) the recorded rainfall has 
been the lightest since 1864—1.55 of an 
inch has fallen so far this season, 
These figures are taken from official 
records kept-at the weather bureau in 
this city and Hueneme, and by South- 
ern Pacific railroad officials. The vari-

SANTA ANA, Jan. 13.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.)

The application and bond of Felipe 
Zarate for a saloon license to conduct 
a saloon in the city of Santa Ana, was 
received, allowed and granted. 

A communication was received from 
the president and secretary of the John 
T. Carpenter Water Company, request- 
ing the county to make good certain 
ditches destroyed in making a public 
highway in the Orange road district. 
The communication was considered, 
after which the clerk was instructed to 
notify the parties that inasmuch as 
the ditch was formerly built on a road 
reservation, that the board would 
most respectfully decline to replace the 
ditch, but that it would recommend 
that they proceed to lay out a new 
ditch under ordinance No. 37, which 
makes suitable provision for such con- 
tingencies. 

The time having arrived for the open- 
ing of bids for the building of a new 
‘county jail, the clerk poured out some- 
thing less than a gunny-sack full of 
documents on the table, from which he 
forthwith proceeded to read, The mem- 
bers of the board being provided with 
pencil and paper, several of them 
noted down the bids as they were read.
